— Illinois 
coal production for May hit the 
highest mark for that month since 
1051, the State Mines and Minerals

produced in May, 1955, and 63,870 
tons more than was hoisted in 
April, 1956.

The May* tonnage was reported 
by 116 mines in 33 counties. The 
mines employed 11,405 workers, 
compared with 11,676 working in 
April.

Coal Industry 
Urged to Seek 
Lower Freight 


WASHINGTON <UJR> — The elec­ 
tric utility and coal industries were 
urged today to work for reduced 
coal transportation costs, especially 
rail freight rates. 
John W. Evers, president of Com­ 
monwealth Edison Co., Chicago, 
said “because of higher rail costs, 
we barge as much of our coal as 
possible.’’ 
Evers, in a prepared address for 
the 39th anniversary convention of 
the National Coal Assn., said the 
price paid for coal at the mine is 
generally satisfactory. But, he said, 
“the cost of transportation leaves 
much to be desired.’’ 
Several experts have predicted 
a bright outlook for coal during 
the two-day meeting scheduled to 
end today. 
Evers said “it appears that the 
coal industry is over the hump.’’ 
He said evidence is mounting that 
coal can increase its share of the 
electric energy market at the ex­ 
pense of oil, gas and hydropower.” 
The industry announced Wednes­ 
day that it has joined forces with 
railroads and the United Mine 
Workers to stimulate coal in one 
field—exports.

Both to present e more res 
son able face abroad and to ab­ 
solve

crimes 
at 
home, 
the 
current 
Kremlin leaders are in the process 
of painting the late Soviet dicta­ 
tor as the blackest villain who 
ever walled Die Russian earth. 
The U. S. State Department dis­ 
closes the hitherto secret text of 
a Khrushchev speech to the Com­ 
munist pagty congress last Feb­ 
ruary In which he reviled Sta­ 
lin as a mass murderer, a person­ 
al coward, and a gullible lout who 
ignored British 
warnings of the 
1941 Nazi attack. 
About his possible cowardice we 
can have no proof. But tat West 
it quite ready to accept Stalin at 
a murderer 
and a purger, and 
there 
is considerable 
evidence 
that he was either gullible or fool­ 
ishly hopeful in response to warn­ 
ings of Gehnan attack 


Yet the enormous list of Soviet 
crimes perpetrated over the years 
cannot be laid 
only at Stalin’s 
door, 
even though 
be wet ac­ 
knowledged supreme in his indi­ 
vidual power to kill or let live. 
Many others must share hit guilt, 
including the present rulers. 
They may protest, es they do, 
that they had no power to resist 
his cruel depredations against the 
enemies of his regime. 
Birt the 
fact is that 
executions 
for po­ 
litical purposes continue today in 
the Soviet Union. 
First, of course, there was Lav­ 
renti Bena, once powerful secret 
police chief, who was obliterated 
in the early 
states of Khrushc­ 
hev’s 
rise. 
Others 
have been 
wiped out, and recently report* 
came through of purges In the 
Soviet Union’s Azerbaijan district. 
Surely these cannot be blamed on 
Stalin. 


In truth such violence Is Insep­ 
arable from Communist tyranny. 
There is only one line, the line 
the leader takes—today. He who 
departs from it must either die, or 
be reviled, or be shoved into the 
background. 
If any are spared, it may be 
only because the rulers do not 
feei strong enough at a particular 
moment to dispose of them more 
forcefully. 
The 
vehemence 
with 
which 
Khrushchev and others are now 
denouncing Stalin is the proof that 
communism 
never forsakes 
ex­ 
tremism. The man whose picture 
once adorned nearly every Rus­ 
sian home must pow be torn from 
memory, ripped from the history 
books which called him hero, and 
trampled in the dust. 
Whatever may be truthfully said 
against Stalin aa a brutal tyrant, 
he was the man at the helm as 
Russia rose from a confused ag­ 
glomeration of peasant peoples to 
a powerful, menacing world in­ 
dustrial state. 


The ordinary Russian must be 
asking 
himself: 
“ If this 
com­ 
plete reviling is the fate of yes­ 
terday’s Soviet hero, what reason 
to believe that today’s 
leaden 
will escape a similar blackening 
at the hands of their own suc­ 
cessors?” 
Those who revile Stalin sound 
like Stalin 
as they do it. And 
that is the point 
Even as they 
seek to convince Russians and the 
outride world that they axe turn­ 
ing their backs on “Stalinism,” 
Khrushchev 
and Bulganin 
em- 
brace it They must, because in

sence cf communism.

WASHINGTON. - After about 
24 hours of hectic indecision im­ 
mediately after Eisenhower’s ill­ 
ness, the Republican high com­ 
mand has decided on a united 
and vigorous front that he can and 
must run again. 
Hardly was he out from uniter 
the anesthetic than th* word was 
passed down to the party faithful. 
Unofficially 
there were 
serious 
misgivings, but officially this was 
the 
party line. 
Th* 
President 
himself didn’t have a word to say 
about it, nor did his wife and son. 
The official line was adopted de­ 
spite the fact that General Eisen­ 
hower 
himself 
has 
been quite 
frank about hi* health and his own 
worry-over ft. 
He it about the 
only man who has been frank. 
Here is the record of what Eis­ 
enhower has said, both In public 
and in private: 
1. At a stag dinner in the win­ 
ter of 1954 he told Chairman Len 
Hall, Attorney General Brownell, 
and other close advisers that the 
Republican party should not de­ 
pend 
on one 
man, 
that 
they 
should start to build up new men 
to take his place. And he named 
some who should he groomed 
Despite this, both 
Chairman 
Hall and Vice 
President Nixon 
left the dinner to make emphat­ 
ic statements that Ike was sure 
to run. 
2. 
In May, 1955, 
Eisenhower 
told Sen. George Bender of Ohio 
that if he ran again he would be 
the only President to reach the 
age of go in the White House. And 
he spoke—all to prophetically— 
about the erosion on the health of 
any 
president. 
To make 
sure 
his views were known publicly he 
asked Jim Hagerty to see it that 
this view was 
expressed to the 
press. 
I. 
In September, 1955, as Re­ 
publican state leaders gathered in 
Denver, their faces grew long as 
the President told them, in brief, 
that they could not pin their fu­ 
ture on one man, that they must 
begin 
developing 
other 
candi­ 
dates. This was just three weeks 
prior to Eisenhower’s tragic heart 
attack. 
4. 
When he came back from 
that heart attack, Eisenhower told 
newsmen at Key Wast, Fit., that 
it would be wrong for him to run 
again unless he had a good chance 
of serving out a second term, be­ 
cause “it is a very critical thing 
to change governments 
in this 
country at a time when it’s unex­ 
pected.” 
$. At his first White Houle press 
conference after the heart attack 
he warned: 
“ It would be idle to 
pretend that my health can he 
wholly restored 
to the excellent 
state in which the doctor* believ­ 
ed it to be in mid-September . . . 
my future life must be carefully 
regulated to avoid excessive fa­ 
tigue.” 


That is the unequivocal record 
of Ike’s apparently definite deci­ 
sion at that fia t not to nm 
again. 


POLITICIANS’ SHREWD 
STRATEGY 


However, he reckoned without 
the leaders of his party-some of 
the shrewdest leaders the party 
has had in many years. 
Chairman Hall, the top master­ 
mind, went to Gettysburg; came 
out to announce that he was confi­ 
dent Ike would run again. Senator 
Knowland of California, who call­ 
ed on the President the same day, 
came out with just the opposite 
opinion. 
What 
Hall did 
at Gettysburg 
was to start a holding operation. 
He asked the President not to say 
“No,” at least for th* time being, 
on the ground that he needed to 
keep Congress guessing for the 
sake of his legislative program. 
A lame-duck president, Hall ar­ 
gued, has no influence with Con­ 
gress. 
Ike bought Hall’s holding-opera- 
tion strategy. It was the smartest 
thing Hall has ever done. For the 
passage of time gave the leaders, 
the White House ataff, everyone 
around the President time to pres­ 
sure him, to argue that he was 
the 
indispensable 
man. 
Simul­ 
taneously he got back hit old con­ 
fidence.

The President, 
however,

right when he talked about the

Host Churches Using Professional 
Groups in Money-Raising Tasks

WASHINGTON WI — Hundreds 
of American churches will reverse 
the “do-it-yourself” trend this year 
by hiring professionals to 
take 
over the traditional layman s job 
of raising money. 
Professional fund-raising organi­ 
zations have been playing an in­ 
creasingly 
important 
role 
in 
church finance for the last several 
years. This year, authorities esti­ 
mate, they will direct upwards of 
2,000 church fund drives for 
a 
total of more than 300 million dol­ 
lars. 
Most of these will be “capital 
fund” drives — money for 
new 
buildings. Some churches will also 
seek professional help in meeting 
their regular operating 
budgets. 
The 
first 
professional 
fund­ 
raising firms were established in 
the early 70s by former YMCA 
officials who had worked togeth­ 
er during World War I Liberty 
Loan drives. 
Today there 
are 
more than 400 such firms in the 
nation. 
Among those which are 
prominent in church fund drives 
are the Wells organization; Na­ 
tional 
Fund 
Raising 
Services; 
Marts k Lundy; 
Ward, 
Dresh- 
man A Reinhardt; the American 
City 
Bureau; 
Lawson 
Associ­ 
ates; and Ketchum Inc. 
Their 
fees for 
conducting a 
building fund drive may range 
from less than $2,500 to more than 
$10,000, depending on the size of 
the church and the goal. Most of 
the large firms work on a flat fee 
basis. The American Association 
of Fund-Raising Counsel considers 
it unethical for a firm to charge 
a percentage of the sum raised. 
For its fee, a church gets the 
full-time services of a professional 
director, usually just one 
man 
who spends from four to eight 
weeks planning and supervising 
the drive. 
Actual solicitation of 
pledges is done by members of 
the church, 
with the 
director 
coaching from the sidelines. 
How can a church afford to pay 


up to $1,000 a week for one ex­ 
pert’s services? Hie answer, ac­ 
cording to hundreds of satisfied 
customers, is that the profession­ 
als usually can help a church to 
raise a far larger sum 
than it 
could have raised with entirely 
local talent. 
The files of 
the 
professional 
firms bulge with enthusiastic let­ 
ters which seem to bear out the 
claim that a professionally aided 
canvass will bring in from 50 to 
IOO per cent more than the home­ 
grown variety. 
Despite this record of financial 
success, many church members 
remain dubious about the whole 
idea of bringing in professionals. 
They 
suspect 
professionals 
of 
using “high pressure tactics” or 
other methods that are inconsist­ 
ent with Christian motivations for 
giving.

WASHINGTON WI — President 
Eisenhower probably must tell the 
American people again whether he 
feels fit and ready to campaign 
for a second term. But, this time 
it may be differently staged. 
An off-the-cuff response 
to a 
news conference question seems 
Dow to be the likely manner in 
which Mr. Eisenhower will let the 
people know what is in his mind. 
He will be asked about his political 
plans, the next time he faces a 
news conference. 
An elaborate television report on 
his own well being was arranged 
last February for the President 
lo reveal that he felt sufficient­ 
ly recovered from a heart attack 
to take on four more White House 
years. 


Often Bench Victims 


Heart attacks are killers. When 
they do not kill they often bench 
their victims. The most enthusias­ 
tic Ike-men 
were willing 
back 
there in the autumn of 1955 to be­ 
lieve that Mr. Eisenhower was lost 
to the Republican party. The pop­ 
ular belief also was that Mr. Eis­ 
enhower could not run again. 
A full dress response to that 
widespread doubt 
was essential 
and it was made by the President 
in his television appearance of 
Feb. 29. Surgery is something else 
again. A successful operation may 
leave the patient as strong or even 
physically in better condition than 
before. Mr Eisenhower’s attending 
doctors evidently 
consider their 
work to have been successful and 
that the President will gain physi­ 
cally rather than lose by reason 
of it. 
A more informal assurance of 
Ilia willingness to run again is, 
therefore, indicated—assuming, of 
course, that Mr Eisenhower’s ex­ 
cellent recovery continues. 
Just 
when the President next will sub­ 
mit himself to news questions is not 
known. Harvard Medical School 
Professor David D. Rutstein said 
Tuesday in Cambridge that the 
forecast six-week period of re­ 
covery from surgery was the ab­ 
solute minimum and too optimistic. 
Might take two or three months, 
Dr. Rutstein said. 


Would Raise Doubts 


A three - month 
convalescence 
from successful abdominal surgery 
surely would raise some serious 
doubts about the President’s come­ 
back powers and perhaps, about 


his fitness for another term. His 
attending physicians are top flight 
men, however, and they are com­ 
mitted to the President’s recovery 
in terms 
of weeks 
instead of 
months. Time will tell about that. 
Republican leaders and Mr. Ei­ 
senhower’s White House associates 
are as confident in private as in 
public that the President will run 
again. 
They do not believe that 
a successfu1 bout with the sur­ 
geons will lessen his vote-appeal. 
They argue that his physical reac­ 
tion to the ordeal of surgery will 
be the best possible 
campaign 
proof that the Eisenhower heart is 
ticking on schedule.

Replace Trees at 


SIU Threatened 


With Elm Disease 


CARBONDALE, Hl.-A gradual 
transformation of the scenery is 
taking place 
on the campus of 
Southern Illinois university as a 
means of replacing—and averting 
—losses from a threatening elm 
disease. 
Phloem neuphrosis, one of nuin- 
erous plagues which is riddling 
the population of elms all over 
Illinois, has cost SIU only nine 
trees so far, but landscape plan­ 
ners are taking no chances. Losses 
and new plantings are being re­ 
placed with hackberry trees end 
other varieties. Hackberry close­ 
ly resembles the elm. 
John Lonergan, landscape archi­ 
tect'for SIU, says afflicted tree* 
are cut down as soon as the dis-, 
ease is detected by a "root test*' 
Although elms are not numerous 
on the "old” campus, the site of 
major new building activity near 
the heavily wooded area south of 
the campus, is well represented 
by elm varieties. 
Lonergan says the disease be­ 
came established 
during recent 
drought years. An upturn in the 
elm’s resistance 
to attack has 
been noticed in the past year. 
Losses in other areas of Carbon­ 
dale are being offset mostly by 
plantings of pin oak, a fast-grow­ 
ing tree with a long life. 
William Marberry, assistant pro­ 
fessor of Botany at SIU, said the 
school’s landscaping program has 
never emphasized the planting of 
any one particular tree. 
"Elm 
diseases won’t hurt us as they 
have communities in northern Illi­ 
nois,” he said.
